Cafe Owner Testifies. 
S. N. Georgas, owner of the 
Sanitary Cafe, Corslcana, and the 
Texas Hotel, testified that Akers 
broke into his (Georgas') room 
four or five years ago, armed 
with a knife and 
pistol, 
and 
Georgas 
was 
slightly cut in a 


scuffle before he disarmed Akers. 
He aald that In 1937, he (Georgas) 
sat 
by 
Akers at a Corsioana 
Chamber of Commerce banquet, 
and that Akers asked him about 
his (Gcorgas1) business and was 
friendly with him. 
"Mrs. Pat Mltcham, Dawson, said 
Akers had spent much time at 
•her home for two or three years, 
.and frequently, slept off drunksr 
She said she had seen him., armed

Presidential objection blocked ac- 
tion by the house military commit- 
tee at least temporarily today on 
legislation to let the war depart- 
ment build up a $1000,000,000 re- 
serve of strategic war materials 
either by purchase, barter or as 
part payment of war debts. 
The committee, which had agreed 
previously in secret sessions to re- 
commend the measure to the house 
today, delayed further action after 
Louis Johnson, assistant secretary 
of war, Informed them President 
Roosevelt had indicated he would 
not approve an outlay of more than 
$10,000,000 for the purpose at this 
time. 
Members said the legislation pro- 
posed that minerals In which this 
country is deficient be acquired 
over a four-year period. 
Chairman May (D-Ky) and sev- 
eral members of the committee 
planned to see the president early 
next week to ascertain his exact 
vlws.

The Agricultural Adjustment Ad 
ministration estimated 
today 
its 
crop programs had added $2,080,- 
229,000 to the income of producers 
of cotton, wheat, tobacco, corn and 
livestock from 1933 through 1937. 


The AAA also claimed indirect 
benefits, such as n reduction In 
farm operating expenses resulting 
from curtailed production, conser- 
vation of soil resources, and aid 
In efforts to.improve general eco- 
nomic conditions. 


In an annual report to.Secretary 
Wallace the AAA declared its crop 
control programs "have been under 
ceaseless attack by powerful-and 
organized forces of opposition." 
The report said 3,743,904 farmers 
on 3,020,037 farms had co-operated 
In the 1937 control programs. The 
area affected was 282,692,000 acres, 
or nearly 66 per cent of the na- 
tion's total farmland. 
The report was slsued as farm 
leaders sought an answer to the 
problem of low cotton prices caused 
partly by* huge stocks held by the 
government as security for loans. 
Secretary Wallace, conferring yes- 
terday with President Roosevelt, 
was reported to have suggested four 
possible plans: 


A two-price system enabling for- 
eign buyers to acquire cotton at 
world quotations • while- domestic 
processors pay a bounty; continu- 
ance of present loan- policies 'with 
subsidies for exports; payment:of 
special subsidies, to , farmers, .who 
do not put their cotton under loan;

sumption of payments of Brazil's 
dollar debts. 
Through an exchange of notes 
between Secretary of State Hull 
and Brazilian 
Foreign 
Minister 
Aranha, this country's export-Im- 
port bank will extend credits not 
to exceed $19,200,000 to the Bank 
of Brazil to enable the Brazilian 
government to discontinue offic- 
ial control over foreign exchange 
operations. 


President Roosevelt, the state 


department announced, will rec- 
ommend that congress place at 
Brazil's disposal gold up to $50,- 
000,000 to serve as asaets for 'the 
Central Reserve bank which Bra- 
zil will create. 
The amount drawn upon will be 
repaid from Brazil's future pro- 
duction of gold. 
Brazil has agreed

complementary, 
non-competitive 


products for which the state de- 
partment declared "a substantial 
market Is believed to exist in 
the United States." 


American technical experts will 
be sent to Brazil if necessary.

Adjustment 
Administration reported' to Secre- 
tary Wallace today he program 
cost a total of 1688,243,617 in that 
period,

In addition, Administrator H. R. 
Tolley reported, •' the federal sur- 
plus 
commodities 
corporation 
spent $42,957,716 from July 1, 1936 
to May 6, 1938, of which $3,140,- 
020 was spent In Texas. 


In the 18 months covered by the 
report, the administration 
paid 


pliance with the 1936 program and 
$31,782,840 for the 1937 program. 
Under .the Jones-Connolly cattle 
act, Tolley said, the Administra- 
tion between July. 1934 and July 
1, 1938 tested 509,214 Texas herds 
with 4,064,123 cattle, finding 1,849 
cattle 
with . bovine tuberculosis. 


Indemnities -for destroyed cattle 
amounted to $22,072 and operation 
of the program cost $878,905,' mak- 
ing a total of 900,977. 


In the tests for Bang's dis- 
ease, Tolley reported, 86,055 Tex- 
as- cattle were found Infected out 
of 1,051,889: in 20,748 herds tested.

tween our older ones and young 
The older ones of us aro trying 
desperalely to understand youth.

Youth's lan- 
guage changes at various stages 
and when you've mastered one, it 
is of no use, as it has changed."

He said Akers was drink- 
ing at the Centennial Nile Club 
and later then went to the Y Nile 
Club south of Corsicana where 
drinking and dancing was seen.

home about midnight. He said 
both drank beer but denied see- 
ing any gun and 
denied

trouble at the clubs. Lawrence 
said Akers "seemed at peace with 
the world and was happy." 
He 
also witnessed the shooting and 
said ho saw four shots fired into 
the back. 
Gurney Vest, Dawson, domino 


parlor operator, said Akers left 
his place about 3 p. m., Dec. 23. 
Prince Powell, Corsicana, said 
he saw Akers at the Pan-Ameri- 
can club the night before the 
slaying at Dawson and later saw 
him leave the Y about midnight. 
Powell stated no trouble ensued 
as far as he saw at either club. 
E. O. Zeanon, resident of Daw- 
son 
415 years, said Akers would 
get on long drunks, carry guns, 
made threats against Hall num- 
erous times, before and after his 
domestic trouble, and three or 
four times had

(Akers) planned to kill Hall. 
Detailed Conversation. 
Zeanon detailed a conversation 
he held Saturday morning before 
the

shooting at

with Akers in which Akers waa 
alleged to have declared he still 
Intended to kill Hall If Hall ap- 
peared In Dawson that day after 
trying to get Zeanon to loan him 
(Akers) a shotgun and offering 
him a drink.

gun on himself. Ho said he re- 
garded Akers as a dangerous. man 
when drinking at times, and had 
seen guns in the car. He said 
that Akers had said when he 
shook hands with Hall, he (Akers) 
would have something 
in 
his 
hand. This threat, according to 
the witness, was in November. 


Tell* of Trouble. 
The witness also related trouble 
between Alters and a man at the 
Brown Jug In McLennan county 
in July following an 
argument 


over tho governor's race, and that 
Akers procured a gun but ho 
(Mttchp.m) stopped him before ho 
went into the beer establishment. 
He also related that Akers secur- 
ed a pistol from hl« (Mltcham's) 
car 
after 
an 
argument 
with 
"Slick" Rogers. 
Continuing his testimony, Mit- 
cham said he had seen Hall drive 
from his (Hall's) farm to avoid 
meeting Akers when he 
(Hall) 
saw Aker's car parked there. He 
said that Hall asked him to make 
peace between them and that he 
(Mitcham) went to Akers two or 
three times in a futile attempt 
to effect the reconciliation sought 
by Hall, and then Mitcham said 
he advised the Hall family to 
move away. 


Considerable argument and pro- 
tests ensued when Special Prose- 
cutor Lovett asked Mitcham if he 
(Mitcham) was not a bootlegger. 
The defense demanded a bill of 
exception, 
and 
Judge 
Howell 
threatened to clear the courtroom 
because of laughter of tho spec- 
tators. Mitcham admitted he had 


Eye Witness Testifies. 
Reuben Davis, Dawson, mem- 
ber of the Navarro County AAA 
committee, testified he was an 
eye-witness to a part of tho shoot- 
ng and said he saw the defend- 
ant shooting Akers in the back 
with the gun close to the body 
of thn slain man and that Hall 
was following Akers. He said he

He 
admitted he had made three trips 
to the offico of defense counsel 
in getting up the testimony, etc., 
with the explanation he wanted 
to "help see justice prevail." He 
admitted he did not tell Chas. 
Banister about the threats when 
Banister talked to him in Corsi- 
cana recently. 


Wednesday 
Afternoon. 
Mrs. Ethel Hall, wife of the 


defendant, was the last witness 
used Wednesday afternoon by the 
defense and related she had gone 
to the deceased and appealed for 
a reconciliation between him and 
her husband and was told that 
nothing could change his (Akers') 
mind about him intention to kill 
her husband. She said she com- 
municated the threat to her hus- 
band. 


The court room 
was 
packed 
with scores standing about the 
rear of the room, in the aisles, 
sitting in the windows and spec- 
tators used any 
other 
vantage 
point possible. Due to the In- 
tense heat in the room, the steam 
radiators were cut off, all win- 
dows in the room were raised 
and the electric1 fans were util- 
ized the entire afternoon. 
Dr. K, H. Alnsworth, 
Waco 
surgeon, was the first witness to 
testify for the state Wednesday 
afternoon. He related 
he 
saw 
Akers at the Providence Hospital 
at Waco between 8 and 7 p, m,, 
Dec. 
24, 1938, Ho testified that 
three bullets apparently entered 
the back, two about the middle 
and one grazing. He said he did 
not make an extensive examin- 
ation of the front of the body 
because -he (Alnsworth) believed 
Akors was dying and did die 
or 4 hours later.

Examined Wounds. 
Uhder 
cross-examination, 
Dr.

'The prosecution Is being con- 
ducted by Chas. T. Banister, crim- 
inal district -attorney; Seton Hoi- 
sey,.. assistant criminal district at- 
torney, and Norrle W. Lovett, 
special prosecutor.

Alnsworth said he examined the 
wounds In the back carefully and 
they aparently 
were 
entrance 
wounds. He said he did not know 
whether there were five wounds 
in the front of the body or not. 
He explained a serious bladder 
operation he performed on the 
defendant, July 7, 1937. He said 
that Hall left the hospital July 
20, 1937, and returned for addi- 
tional 
treatment 
for 
several 
months thereafter. He said Hall 
was weak and run-down after tho 
operation and he termed him a 
rather weak man. Court recessed 
and the physician conferred with 
the defendant and counsel in an 
ante room and on his return, said 
Hall was a weak man now. Spec- 
ial Prosecutor Norrls W. Lovett 
shot a question that the defend- 
ant waa strong enough to carry 
a six-shooter and kill a man by 
shooting him In the back. An af- 
firmative answer was given. 
B. F. Matthews, operator of a 
drug store, into 
which 
Akers 


walked 
following the 
shooting, 
testified Akers asked for a doc- 
tor when he walked 
into 
his 
store. He said he (Akers) leaned 
on a counter in his drug store 
and did not have anything in his 
hands. He quoted Alters as say- 
ing:"I've been shot in the back. 
I need 'a doctor." 
The witness said Akers went 
into the doctor's office at the 
rear of the store and he /(Mat- 
thews) kept people from going 


did not see the start 
of 
the 
trouble, and that Akers was turn- 
Ing to tho right when he saw 
him first. He said ho did not 
notice Jack Moore, a 
previous 
witness, standing near the en- 
trance, but admitted he might 
have been present. He said the 
streets that afternoon were com- 
paratively crowded with people. 


Says Akers Walked Away. 
A. K. Garner, Dawson, said he 
talked to Hall in front of the 
Loveless drug store and as he 
(Garner) started Into the drug 
store, he heard something like a 
firecracker shooting and then he 
saw Hall shooting Akers. He tes- 
tified that Akers walked 
away 
and that the defendant was fol- 
owing him, shooting. Garner said 
he wont into the Matthews drug 
store before Akers arrived 
and 
said he (Garner) believed that 
Akers had his right hand in his 
pants' pocket with his left at his 
side. Ho said further that when 
Akers came into the front of the 
Matthews store, he (Garner) went 
out at the rear of the building. 
Under cross-examination, Garn- 
er admitted he was excited dur- 
ing the shooting. He said he saw 
three shots fired. 
Roy Long, Dawson resident for 
tho past 12 years, formerly of 
Emmett, said he had spent the 
afternoon down-town 
and 
that 
there was a large crowd in town 
that afternoon. 
Long related that Hall stepped 
up on tho sidewalk, shook hands 
with him (Long) and several oth- 
er acquaintances, and a 
short 
time later ho heard the shots and 
said he saw Akers turning from 
Hall, to his (Akers) left. He said 
he did not see any weapon and 
saw Akers pull his coat together. 
He said he saw Hall shoot Akers 
four times In the back and didn't 
see Alters make any movement 
or threat against Hall. 
Under cross-examination, Long 


denied his boot was struck by a 
bullet during the shooting. 
He 
said he saw Akers' shirt jump 
when the bullet struck him. He 
said Akers did not fall, or ask 
for mercy but walked into the 
drug store. Long testified that 
Hall went into the Loveless store 
and then walked out in the street, 
got in his car and drove away. 


No Word Spoken. 
While being examined on re- 
direct testimony, he said Hall's 
face was white when ho turned 
around. Neither man said a word 
during or after the trouble, ac- 
cording to Long. The witness said 
that the defendant wiped off his 
gun on his overcoat and then put 
it in his overcoat pocket. He term- 
ed Hall "pretty calm and cool 
after the shooting" and said he 
drove his car down the street 
at a moderate rate of speed. 


Under ro-examination by the de- 
fense, Long testified he hadn't 
seen Akers prior to the trouble 
and did not see anyone standing 
close to Akors. He said Jack Moore 
could have been close to Akers 
when the first shot was fired. 
The State rested at 3:40 p, m. 
W. B. Reeves of Mt. Calm, for- 
merly of Dawson, was the first 
defense witness to testify. 
He 
said ho owned a farm near Daw- 
son, 
and had known Akers for 
ten years. Judge Howell sustain- 
ed a vigorous state objection to 
a question propounded by the de- 
fense relative to the reputation 
of Akers to the effect that he 
generally went armed. 
Reeves said Akers drank liquor

and 
sometimes was 
fractious when drinking. He tes- 
tified he had seen Akers attempt 
to assault a young man at a 
pokur game with a. stick and had 
threatened to kill tho man. 
Under cross-examination, Reev- 
es admitted he had never seen 
Akers shoot a -man In the back. 
He said he was not aware that 
Akers had given up his bad habits 
and was living with his family.

He said he knew when 
Akers and his wife became re- 
conciled and in 
being 
further 
queationed with reference to tho 
threat he said was made in No- 
vember, Mitcham said he recall- 
ed the threat after testifying be- 
fore the grand jury while dis- 
cussing the happenings with his 
wife. He said Will Warren 
re- 
sides on the same farm on which 
he lives and their houses arc 
about 200 yards apart, but he 
denied they had discussed what 
their testimony would bo. 


Went To See Hall. 
Mitcham said he went to Den- 
ton about Feb. 1, to see Hall 
about the farm and that.the de- 
fendant told him that he (Hall) 
believed that ho (Hall) had kill- 
ed the best friend he (Mitcham) 
ever had. He said that Hall ap- 
peared as If his conscience both- 
ered him. He said Akers did not 
carry a gun after Sept. 1. 


Under rc-dlrect examination, the 
witness said he had never heard 
of Hall making a threat.

140,000,000 


trees in various National 
Forests in 31 states. These 
planting projects began the 
work of restoring to pro- 
ductivity 154,268 acres of 
deforested 
land. 
Forest 


service officials 
say that 


private 
planting 
often 


costs less than public be- 
cause of the greater acces- 
sibility of the land as com- 
pared with many federal 
planting 'areas. Yet the pub- 
lic plantings will be worth 
many times their original 
cost in timber when the 
trees reach maturity and 
will be worth much more 
in the meantime in soil and 
•water conservation. 


Forest planting should be 


a continuous process. The 
devastation wrought by the 
New England hurricane lasl 
autumn 
was evidence oJ 


the natural 
hazards 
thai 


forests suffer. Even worse 
year in and year out, is the 
destruction of fire, too of- 
ten caused by human care- 
lessness. 


An earlier factor, crude

SCHOLASTIC CENSUS 
CORSICANA SCHOOLS 


NOW BEING TAKEN 


The scholastic enumeration of 
the Corslcana Independent School 
District, required by law and su- 
pervised by the board of educa- 
tion, is now being taken by facul- 
ty members of the city schools, 
Superintendent W. H. Norwood of 
the Corslcana public schools, has 
announced. 
The enumeration is of vital Im- 
portance to the welfare of the 
schools for next year. 
For every 
child counted the local schools 
will receive a state appropriation 
of $22 with which to carry on the 
next year's work. 
The scholastic enrollment last; 
year was 3,573 with 290 transfers, 
It is the desire of the board of 
education to have every child of 
proper age who- Is a resident of 
the city of Corslcana listed on the 
enumeration.

Corilcana school teachers voiced 
approval of a school pupil's sav- 
ings system when plans for such 
a program were presented Wed- 
nesday afternoon at a call meet- 
Ing of the general (acuity. 
Mrs. Lynne Wortham, president 
of the City P. T. A. Council, 
stated at the meeting that the 
savings account 
program 
was 
first called to the attention of 
the Council by the Rev. C. R. 
Haden, pastor of St. John's Epis- 
copal Church. In an address be- 
fore the Council, Rev. Mr. Haden 
had spoken of the merits of a 
savings program and the success 
with which it was being oper- 
ated in the Dallas schools. 
School Board Approves. 
The Idea of a savings account 
program was presented 
to the 
Board of Education 
and 
was 
given the approval of that body, 
Mrs. Wortham said. 
At the meetlne Thursday after- 
noon W. H. Norwood, superintend- 
ent of public schools, presented 
Rev. Haden who spoke on the 
N merits of the savings program. 
Alton Justlss, representative of 
the State National Bank which 
has been selected to handle the 
savings when the program goes 
Into effect, outlined the procedure 
of conducting the accounts in the 
schools. 


"Bank Day." 
One day of the week would be 
designated as "Bank Day" Mr. 
Justlss said. On this day each 
student who had an account in 
the savings system would bring 
his deposit to school, deposit it 


I with his teacher, and have the 
•" ''amount credited to him. A mini- 
mum deposit sum would be set. 
Mr. Justlss explained the money 
could not be withdrawn from the 
account without the written -con- 
sent of parent and teacher. De- 
posits collected by teachers would 
be placed with the school bank- 
er appointed by the principal and 
the school banker would In turn 
record the money with downtown 
bank officials. Records of each 
transaction would be kept and 
the student would be equipped 
with a pass book and at al) ilmea 
would know the amount of his 
deposit, Mr. Justlss said.
